Thanks for your letter of October 18. I am enclosing a copy of the 
material Weisberg referred to (CD 49, pp. 22-23). There is a strange and 
possibly related item in CE 2 766; the only discussion of this which I know 
of ’is in Sylvia Meagher's book, pp. 333-4. 

I expect that the FBI's brushoff response to your letters is standard 
procedure. It took me over a year and a half to get a specific item ( a' 
pamphlet which should have been given to the Warren Commission but was not) 
from the Justice Department, and I was using all the prescribed forms, could 
specify the record I wanted, etc. Whether or not the FBI has the information 
you want - and they may not - I don't expect you will be able to get it 
from them. If they did investigate this matter, their report may well be 
available at the Archives, although it would be hard to locate. If you have 
not already done so, you might want to go through the material in the Archives' 
"name files" for Raikins and some of the other persons involved. While 
looking for something else, I came across two cages which may be of interest 
(CD 1209, p. 4; CD 1230, p. 3, enclosed); you may wish to get the adjacent pages 
from the Archives. (If you do, I would appreciate copies.) 

I hope this information is of some use to you.
